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DRY ICE: A HOPE 


Rain-Making Plans Aimed 
At Quenching Maine Fires 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—()—Clouds hovering over Maine 
will be sown with dry ice Wednesday in hopes they will rain 
and extinguish forest fires which have cost 15 lives and mil- 
lions in property damage. 

Navy officials said two planes probably would be used in 
the first attempt to extinguish fires with the dry-ice method 
that has been tried widely for aiding crops. | 

Weather Bureau officials said conditions for rain-making | 
may be more favorable Wednesday or Thursday than on any 
day since the fire started. But they added “conditions won't 
be ideal.” 

“We're not sure they will be sufficiently favorable for con- | 
clusive results,” they said. 

The Office of Naval Research authorized a of the 
rain-making project at Schenectady, N. Y., jointly financed by 
the Army and Navy, to co-operate with the Weather Bureau 
in the undertaking as soon as possible.

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Convicts 


Shooting 


BRUNSWICK, Oct. 28—(P)—A 
Negro convict told a Federal Jury 
that guards at the Glynn County 
convict camp shot prisoners as 
they lay on the ground after the 
first round of shots felled several 
men. 

Fight Negro prisoners were shot 
to death in the prison camp on 
July 11. 

James Maxwell, serving a term 
for burglary, testified that guards 
went to men who were either 
wounded or laying down to escape 
the fire and shot them. 

He said that one guard velled 
after shooting the man on the 
ground, “We got this black———” 

Maxwell said he was unable to 
identify by name the guards that 
fired at men lying on the ground. 

Five convicts giving their side 
of the story at Tuesday’s session 
told the Jury the Warden and 
guards had instilled so much fear 
in the prisoners they broke and 
ran when the Warden fired at 
one. 


They told of pick handles and 
brass knucks being wielded or 
brandished by the Warden. One 
of them said the Warden was 
drinking on the day the eight were 
“mowed down” with shotguns and 
a “tommygun.” Others previously 
had told of death threats against 
prisoners. 

Former Warden H. G. Worthy 
and four former camp guards are 
on trial for alleged violation of 
civil rights of the prisoners. The 
Government—charges - they killed 
the men without just cause. 

The defense claims the prisoners 
rebelled against work, threatened 
to take over the camp and that 
guards fired on the Negroes in de- 
fense of their own lives. 

Fear among the prisoners was 


so great that the men had resigned

ers, told the jury. 

Bell said several prisoners re- 
moved their shoes because they 
knew they were going to die, and| 
didn’t want to go with their shoes 
on. Federal prosecutors questioned 
each convict on this point, and 
most of the five agreed with him. 

All of the five said the convicts 
had not attemptec to escape, but 
broke and ran after Warden Wor- 
thy fired at Bell.

However, $3-a-bushel wheat re- 
turned on the Chicago Board of 
Trade for the first time since 
prices began toppling last week in 
response to President Truman’s 
call to combat session of Com- 
gress to combat high living costs 
and aid Europe. 

Receipts of 17,000 hogs, 8,000 of 
which were consigned direct .to 
packers, were the highest at the 
Chicago stockyards since June 3, 
and prices dropped another 50 
cents to $1 a hundred pounds. 
The wholesale meat trade showed 
little activity. 

The slump in pork prices started 
with wholesale trading on Oct. 7, 
the first meatless Tuesday in the 
current food conservation  pro- 
gram. Since then, hogs have 
dropped $4 a hundred pounds, the 
best selling at $26 Tuesday. In 
the Chicago -wholesale market, 
pork loins have declined from $9 
to $10, selling now at $50 and $51. 


Elsewhere on the _ food-price 
front, most major commodities 
continued their price decline; and 
the Citizens Food Committee esti- 
mated it was 35 percent along the 
road toward its goal ef saying 
100,000,000 bushels of grain. 

The Associated Press weighted 
wholesale price index of 35 com- 
modities scored its fourth 
cessive decline, falling to 197 from 
197.74 Monday. A week ago the 
index stood at 197.99, a month 
ago at 192.70 and a year ago at 
153.36. The peak of 200.67 was 
reached last Thursday. Prices 
during the base year 1926 were 
100 in the index.

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Hearings Alone Aren't the Answer 


Members of a Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee are in Atlanta today for.a one-day 
investigation of the high cost of home- 
building. 

The Constitution applauds the effort. 
There is incontrovertible evidence that 
excessive building costs comprise the ma- 
jor reason for the acute housing shortage 
that has been with us since V-J Day and 
which, instead of getting better, has wor- 
sened. 

Few can deny there is something radi- 
cally wrong when a $5,000 house goes on 
the market for from $9,000 up. And when 
construction costs are such that builders 
of new apartment buildings cannot amor- 
tize their investments with rents lower 
than $80 to $125 for units that in former 
days would have brought $40 to $75. 

But what we would like to know is 
(1) what the Congressmen expect to learn 
in a one-day stand that could not, be 
learned more easily and quickly otherwise, 
and (2) exactly what steps they contem- 
plate to remedy the situation. 

As for the cause of high building costs, 
it requires neither great perspicacity nor 
diligent investigation to reach the conclu- 
sion that there, are three major factors 
which prevent the average American from 
being able to afford his own roof over his 
head. They are (1) high wages in the 
building trades, (2) high costs of materials 
and (3) building code restrictions which 
run the cost of labor to an inordinate fig- 
ure and which prohibit the use of many 
of the more economical materials and con- 
struction short cuts. 

Atlanta now has a building code which 


is approved by fire underwriters. That is 
well and good, Safety is an important 
factor in home construction. But economy 
is important, too, and there might be seri- 
ous question as to how greatly the fire 
companies are interested in formulating 
specifications which will enable a saving 
on labor as well as materials and at the 
same time give maximum protection 
against fire hazards. 


In short, were the underwriters who 
prepared the code free from pressure both 
by the building trades unions and by pur- 
veyors and manufacturers of building ma- 
terials? 


A city-appointed body of citizens now 
is in the process of making minor adjust- 
ments in the Atlanta building code. The 
other day this group, appointed by the 
Mayor and Council and paid for eaeh 
meeting, refused to allow news reporters 
to sit in on discussions. What does this 
group have to hide? The explanation that 
only technical specifications were on the 
agenda is “insufficient. 

If the congressional group wants to do 
a great service to Atlanta—and the na- 
tion—it would do well to look into these 
matters and come up with a remedy. 

It might question a certain contractor 
who reportedly was forced to pay several 
of a group of building workers $60 each for 
a single Sunday’s work on a recent rush 
job at a large department store. 

There is plenty of evidence available 
for the committee. The great question is 
will that information be gathered—and 
acted upon. :

We thoroughly agree with Mayor 
Hartsfield that the Fair Association’s extra 
charge of 50 cents for parking privileges 
to circus-goers was an “outrage.” 

The circus naturally thought, when it 
paid $1,000 for two days’ rent, that cars 
would be given access to the adjacent 
area free of charge. But it reckoned with- 
out advance warning of the lengths to 
which the management of the Fay As- 
sociation will go to turn a dollar. Thus 
a good many of its patrons came away 


cussing the circus. The customers’ wrath 
should have been aimed at the inimitable 
Mike Benton. 

Those who witnessed the ridiculous 
collection of games-of-chance and flying 
jennies which Mr. Benton recently foisted 
off on us as a Southeastern World’s Fair, 
of course, should not have been too sur- 
prised. Indeed, the benevolence displayed 
in permitting foot customers to walk 
across the sacred soil without a fee was 
itself the surprise. 


Truman's Tribute to Straus 


Georgia is a part of the Straus story, 
and Georgians no doubt noted with ap- 
preciation the tribute to foreign-born 
Oscar Straus, former Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor under President Teddy 


Roosevelt. The tribute, by President 
Truman, at the dedication of a memoyal 
to the late Cabinet officer, referred to 
the present problem of displaced per- 
sons. The President said, in part: 

“Oh, I wish we could have the same 
tolerance to meet the situation with 
which we are faced now as we had in 
1852 and 1854 when ,the Straus family - 
came to this country. 


“dust think what would have hap- 
pened. We would have lost the services 
of this great man, and his brothers, if we 
had followed the same program as we 
are following now.” 

Born in Bavaria in 1850, Straus was 
brought to this country in 1854. The 
family settled at Talbotton, Ga., where 
they resided until after the War Between 
the States. It became one of America’s 
most distinguished families and mem- 
bers of it now are in high positions of 
success and with continuing records of 
service to their country.

Error of Judgment 


I did not have to retire to an ivory tower for meditation to 
reach the conclusion that here, in a small domestic tempest in its 
legal teapot, was the United Nations. 

Persons make up nations ... and United Nations. 

Persons who can't get along with their wives; persons who hate 
their husbands; persons who have mother-in-law trouble; persons 
whose sons seduce the neighbor’s daughter and bring scandal down 
upon the family name; persons who get drunk and fight; married 
men and women who carry on affairs including adultery; persons 
who hide bitterness in their hearts; those who live constantly with 
frustration—all these are looking to the United Nations to bring on 
fen and damn it most heartily for not having already produced 

topia. 


The truth is the United Nations has done very well. 

No one has quit it. Not even the Russians, who some- 
times make gestures which indicate they may take a diplomatic 
powder, have shown any real signs of leaving the United Nations. 

While Vishinsky has bellowed and Gromyko has been acidu- 
lous; while the headlines have made us all feel the cold sweat of 
war, many of the committees have done very good work and made 
excellent progress. 

After World War I we would not follow the stern old Pres- 
byterian, Woodrow Wilson, into the League of Nations. 

Now everyone is in and the United Nations has begun to act 
like an exclusive club, by blackballing some who have asked for 
membership. 

There is even a waiting list. 

And I am a little angry that a man who was engaged in a 
running fight with his wife, and even then preparing divorce pro- 
ceedings of a mean and petty nature, should have taken my time 
in denouncing the United Nations for failing to make peace. 


: : If we understood why we behave like human 
Organization beings we would understand why the United 
Nations is having difficulty. 

I think we have come to trust too much in organizations in our 
country. Organizations are necessary, but I doubt if we need 


them in the number we have them today. 


No one any longer looks to self. Personal responsibility largely 
is given over to organizational responsibility. ; 

This cannot be done without final elimination of self. It is 
especially true in the field of charity. Social workers can do a 
more effective over-all job. Yet, the gift without the giver is 
bare. Unless the giver can put something of himself and his own 
charity into it, something is lost. This is not to argue against the 
present system. But it is to point out that too many feel that 
after contributing generously to organizational campaigns, that is 
the end of it. It isn’t. The individual still is his brother’s keeper. 
And this applies to the United. Nations. 

The same thing is true in the field of nations. 


P The thirst for power, the fear of power, the attempt by 
ower the Russians to move Communism control to 

lantic shores; the effort of the Marshall Plan to prevent it; the 
struggle for control of German technology and skills—all these are 
yeasts in the United Nations dough. 

Power makes for irrational behavior. 

We can read in the history of men past and present—-Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Belshazzar, Caesar, Napoleon, Hitler, Mussolini—to 
mention just a few—the truth of this statement. 

The Ku Klux Klan obtained power here and there in the 
twenties. It produced murderers and more rapists and seducers 
of immature girls than all the lawless it pretended to oppose. 

Now and then political machines get control of cities and we 
have the irrational use of power. 

To expect any organization to remove.this irrational force from 
human beings is to expect too much. The United Nations is doing 
well, everything considered. It was very like us to say, “Now 
we have created an organization, therefore let it function,” for- 
getting that no organization is any better than, or different from, 
its creators. The United Nations is very much like us. 

But, it is there. It functions. True, it does not function well. 
But it is there. It may even become more impotent than it is. 
But it is there. Whatever the future holds, for peace, will be

Next time the State Troopers flag down a 
tourist speeding through Georgia, they will tell 
him where to go—in a nice way. It won't be

as the officer Avrites out a ticket to the courts. No, sir, a new day 
is dawning on police-and-victim relationship. Not that the State 
Troopers haven't been more polite than the usual policemen, be 
cause they have. ‘ 

When future tourists speed through Georgia, the State Troopers 
will stop them and tell them of the wonderful parks, historical 
places, fine eating spots, good hotels, and things-to-be-seen and 
things-to-do in Georgia if they would only take time to make their 
trip through this State more enjoyable. The trooper will hand 
the motorist a handful of pamphlets on scenic and historical Geor- 
gia. Lest the tourist mistake this new politeness and information- 
giving of tne trooper as an invitation to break Georgia's traffie 
laws, the trooper will not dispense with the practice of handing 
out the court summons along with the pamphlets, however. The 
new program of using the State Patrol to sell Georgia to the travel- 
ing public is being inaugurated by Maj. J. Q. Davis, Patrol Com- 
mander, at the request of Erle Cocke, Jr., Director of the State 
Agricultural and Industrial Development Board. 


: | : In a few more weeks, the Agricul- 
Eating and Sleeping tural and Industrial Development 


Board, which is emphasizing developing Georgia’s tourist industry, 
expects to have a good report on improvement of the tourist 
cabins and eating establishments along the highways leading 
through Georgia. Through the use of the Health Department, the 
Board made a survey of eating and sleeping facilities for tourists 
throughout the State some time ago. A large map of Georgia hangs 
in the Board's headquarters at the State Capitol, with many black- 
headed pins showing the “approved” places, and quite a number 
of yellow-headed pins showing the places,whith have been given 
90 days to clean up and improve their facilities. The Board has 


received reports that many of these places on probation have been 
improved sufficiently to win approval. A check-up will be made at 
the conclusion of the 90-day-period. The map, incidentally, shows 
most tourist spots are located on U. S. Highway 41, and the second 
most are located on the Coastal Highway. Aside from these two 
heavily traveled roads, the third most thickly populated tourist 
resort places are in the Northeast Georgia mountains. The tourist 
spots which nave clean and healthful facilities will be designated 
by a small metal sign showing the -approval of the State Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Board. 

As the nation begins its biggest traveling season in years and 
the Northern tourists begin pouring southward through Georgia, 
the Agricultrual and Industrial. Development Board is rushing its 
program to lure thousands of them into breaking their trip in 
Georgia. The State Highway Department has estimated that $82,- 


246.545 will be spent in Georgia by’ tourists during 1947.

DEN OASAR, Bali—Bali is one of the places 
vou have heard so much about that you know It 
can't be as beautiful and as glamorous as you ex: 

pect it to be. And it isn’t. But it is a pretty wonderful place, and 
well worth going a long way to visit. It is one of the most beautiful 
lands in the world, I suppose—a comb of great blue mountains whose 
shoulders slope gently to the sea, marked by the gorges of swift 
rivers in the foothills. and flattening out near the coast into the ter- 
races of green and golden rice fields. . 

The people are also about the handsomest native people in the 
Pacific, a little heavier than the slender Javanese but an erect and 
clean-cut race, with much dignity about them. They are handicapped 
now for lack of textiles, having to wear clothes made of old gunny- 
sacks, sometimes, which embarrasses them considerably for they 
love to dress up better than anything. 


The women are as pretty as the movies have made them 
out to be—particularly in the way.they walk, slender 
and graceful, with a straight back caused by years of carrying bur- 
dens on their heads. They lose their beauty early though, and, after 
a lifetime of hard work in the rice fields, a Balinese woman of 30 
looks 50-odd., 

They are as devout a people as any in the world, I suppose, and 
spend much of their time making offerings of food and one thing 
and another to the gods of their 50,000 temples. Every day nearly, 
there is some sort of religious celebration, and every night as well, 
with the whole villagers swarming to the temple, to chant and sway 
like mad. It is a weird thing to watch, by the light of little flicker- 
ing lamps. Amid the shouting and the smells you have the sense of 
watching something which, if watched too long, would hypnotize. 


There are only one or two ugly things about Bali. 
One is the host of incredibly ugly and sway-back pigs 
and mangy dogs which inhabit the place, owned, seemingly by no- 
body, and fed by none, but used only as scavengers. The other is 
the mudwalls with which they surround their villages.

There have 
been instances where dairy cattle 
were given no other feed but pas- 
ture and they did very well. The 
pastures were well fertilized and 
mineralized and kept at a state of 
immaturity, which increases the 


protein content. The Germans fol-' 


lowed this practice at times dur- 
ing World War I in order to save 
grain. And they produced good 
quantities of milk. 


The hog has the capacity toe 


of concentrates, It is easily pos- 
sible to save many bushels of 
corn by giving the hog a bal- 
anced ration rather than a corn 
ration. 


We could save much grain by 
worming the pig at proper inter- 
vals and by ridding him of fleas 
and ticks by weekly applications 
of DDT. And by giving him a cen- 
stant flow of water and a sanitary 
home. 


BUT THERE isn't much you can 
do for the broiler that is not being 
done for him. He is getting a per- 
fect ration now. And any delay of 
any kind that takes him off his 
schedule, works to his disadvan- 
tage and to the detriment of the 
producer, and, moreover DOES 
NOT SAVE GRAIN. 

The broiler industry has been 
built by hard and intelligent ef- 
fort. It would be a shame for the 
Administration to ruin it, even 
though-done with the best of in- 
tentions.

A meal of Oysters 
Rockefeller, turtle soup, with sherry, pompano in paper, 
souffle potatoes, green salad, cherries jubilee, and black 
coffee—it is a banquet at Antoine’s, but no part of it is 
the sturdy, basic food cried for on the continent. 

Miss Katherine Fisher, for 15 years a member of the 
Good Housekeeping Institute, has been a principal visitor 
at the conference as chairman of the Consumers’ Service 
Section of the Citizens’ Food Committee. She is confer- 
ring with newspaper home economists here, inviting their 
aid in collecting food suggestions, and is marshaling a 
staff of workers in Washington to check and distribute 
marketing hints and actual recipes to American home- 
makers through daily releases to newspaper columns. 

“Our aim,” she said, “is to provide American homes with 


_ just as good meals as ever, only more selective. We hope 


meal planners will continue to use a greeen or yellow 
vegetable every day, but urge that they avoid all wastes, 
especially in meat and bread.”

Plain Dealer, and Miss Katherine Smith, National Can- 
ners Association representative, joined Miss Fisher's staff 
Tuesday, on loan from their regular organizations, until 
the food crisis has ended.
